Content of Specification

3. The claims 1 are objected to because they include reference characters which are not 
enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed description of the 
drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same element or group of elements in 
the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so as to avoid confusion with other numbers or 
characters which may appear in the claims. See MPEP § 608.01(m). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2 rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 
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The prior art fail to provided the following applicant's claim invention of tile having 
convex and concave channel zones with a peripheral posterior step which ends in a longitudinal 
ridge which ridge include undercutting or descending step and also there is another step which is 
parallel to the peripheral one which is provided with a channel in the center of the concave area. 
The inside of the peripheral longitudinal step there is another step with a trapezoidal section and 
next to it there is a channel with a slight transversal protrusion. There is another longitudinal 
protrusion with a trapezoidal section of shorter length which reaches the zone that simulates the 
superimposition of the tiles where the peripheral edge present a descending step and there is 
another step with the greater height at the peripheral edge thus creating a slight oblique 
transversal rim. The front part of the flat zone is divided longitudinally by the channel and most 
outer part is included three oblique steps which are parallel to each other and at the bottom face 
the concave area as well as the flat periphery have lugs with a trapezoidal section which serves 
as support on the cover.
